Preserved ginger Is one of those del- 
icacies which might oftener be used 
for culinary purposes tlcin Is the ense. 
There 'are many delightful dishes In 
connection with which It may suit- 
ably be employed, while numerous 
others Into the composition of which 
it does not actually enter. In them-
